Just to clarify, the reasoning behind having everyone check in and demob at the ICP is three fold: 


1. This will allow full accountability of all personnel attached to the incident. This assists with personnel 
tracking, safety and the logistics ordering process for requesting new personnel as necessary. 


2. For safety purposes, we need to know where all personnel are at all times. The Resources Unit is 
responsible this task. 


3. As new personnel check-in, the Command wants to have the opportunity to brief these individuals on 
the latest information and guidance associated with the incident response. Conversely, this allows us to 
collect any information or feedback about how the operations are going so we can make any adjustments 
necessary to the plan.
